While the Boston was coming into the harbor 
of Honoluln, on the forenorn of Jan. 14, themob 
of hoodlums, at the call of the Queen and her re- 
tainers, were gathering in the palace grounds. 
The Legislature was prorogued at 12 m. The 
revolutionary edict of Hawaii's misguided sov- 
ereigh was ready to be proclaimed, rumors of 
which were already in the public ear. The storm 
of public indignation began to gather. A.few 


- minutes befére the appointed hour for the coup 


d'état, immediately after my reaching the lega- 
tion from the Boston, I was urged to go at once 
to the English Minister to ask him to accompany 
me to the Queen and try to dissuade her from her 
revolutionary design. I promptly sought to com- 
ply with this request, went immediately to the 
English Minister, who was ready to codperate 
with me if there were any possilility of effecting 
any good, 

‘We went immediatel¥ to the Foreign: Office to 
seek access to the Queen in the customary man- 
ner. The hour of proroguing the Legislature 
had arrived. The ceremony concluded, the Queen 
went immediately tothe palace, around which 
the mob was gathering. It was too late for the 
American and English Ministers even to attempt 
to reason with the maddened, misguided woman, 
who had already launched the revolution, which 
could not be arrested, though her cowardly min- 
isters of the lottery gang became alarmed and 
drew bactk.'.She scorned their cowardice and 
pushed on to her doom. Sdturday n:ght told 
every intelligent man in Honolula that the Ha- 
waiilan monarchy was forever at an end—that the 
responsible persons of the islands, the property- 
holders, and the friends of law and order must 
thereafter take charge of public affairs. The 
great mass-mecting of Jan. 16—worthy of the 
best American towus of the best American days 
—was held. It was. made up of. the 
best and chief men of the country—the 
owners ‘of property, the professional. and 
educated citizens, © merchants, bankers, 
clerks, mechanics, teachers, clergymen, 
This assemblage was a ‘unit in opinion and pur. 
pose. It was stirred bya common sentiment— 
the love of country and the desire for publie 
It took its measures 
wisely and prudently. Its Committee of Public 
Safety asked us to land the men .of the Boston, 
lest rict and incendiarism might burst out in the 
night, for‘no reliable police force longer éxisted, 
and whatever there was of this force was now in 
the contrel of the usurpers ahd the lottery gam- 
blers. who liad initiated the revolution, Under 


the dinlomatic and nava! rules, which were and 
_are imperative, the United States Minister ‘and 


naval commander would have shamefully 
ignored their duty hed they not landed 
the men of the Boston for the security of Ameri- 
can life and property and the maintenance of 
public onder, even had the Committee of Public 
Safety ndt requested us to do so. As American 
represéntative, 5,000 miles from our government, 
we coultinot have escaped our responsibilities 
even had’ we desired to do so. Fortunately the 
commander of the Boston and those under his 
command had no desire to shirk their duty. They 
appreciated the obligations of American patriot- 
ism and the honor of the American navy. The

No one at that time, when the whole country was 
enjoying an extraordinary prosperity, couli 
imagine that within a few months we should he 
upon the verge of a universal panic. Not until 
last April did our financial manager determine t 
place the bonds upon the market. About the 
time of this decision, and as we were 
about to move the sch connected 
with the Spectatorium to the 
studios behind that building, .one of the newe- 
papers in this city published an article which 


_ virtually declared the company to be bankrupt and 


the project for which it was organized about to be 
abandoned. The-effect of this article, coming at 
such a time, was disastrous to the company and 
so delayed the sale of our bonds that we were 
eventually forced to almost completely stap 
work upon the building, and thus delayed its 
completion to such an extent as to sender 
it doubtful if it could be opened with 
“The World Finder” in time for the 
World’s Fair. This doubt has made it 
impossible to dispose of the whole block of 
300-bonds and has caused such delays that it has 
become necessary, for the protection of all the 
interests concerned, to place the enterprise in thie 
hands of a receiver. Every effort has been made 
to promote the sale of these bonds, and those 
most closely associated with the enterprise anél 
best informed concerning its management have 
stood most loyally by the project during these 
dark hours. Nearly 200 of the bonds have been 
disposed of in spite of the discouraging situation 
and the peculiarly hard times. The extreme diffi- 
culty of selling the remaining 100 bonds has 
finally forced me to secure equity in dealing 
with the creditors through the courts, 
In spite of this disaster the enterprise 
has by no’ theans been abandoned. 

I desire to declare that no just man, thoroughly 
cognizant of ail the facts, would feel justified in 
censuring any one for the present condition. The 
preliminary delays and increased expense oce}i- 
sioned by very bad weather, by several accidents 
to the building while in process of construction, 
and by labor troubles, together with the unfortw- 
nate state of the money market and the ‘ill-timed 
article before referred to, have all conspired 
against this enterprise. 

The Projector Wants to Go On 


“The failure is deplorable,”’ said Mr. Mac. 
kaye yesterday, “but I hope yet to pull 
through. A meeting of the directors will be 
held tomorrow and a meeting of the stock. 
holders has been called for Friday. The re 
snits of these. meetings will determine the 
conduct of the receiver that has been ap 
pointed. An effort will be made to‘ come te 
some agreement with creditors, for, if the 
project is not carried through the entire ex. 
penditure up to the present time is practically 
a dead loss. Suchan arrangement is practi- 
cable and I believe it can be effected.

_ I succeeded with great difficulty in satisfying 


him. Yesterday I got word of. two more 
minor creditors who contemplated getting an

receiver. This will be a safeguard against 
the tricks of any one creditor and will secure 
equity to all. 

“ I believe the interest of everybady con- 
cerned lies in carrying out the project. If we 
simply stop the money put in the project is 
practically all lost. The building as it is 
would only be worth the price of old iron and 
lumber—searcely worth pulling down. The 
costumes and machinery would have to be 
sold at a sacrifice. The abandonment of the 
enterprise would be a misfortune, and I be- 
lieve our stockholders and ‘creditors will see

TEST OF ARMOR AT BETHLEHEM, PA. 


Naval Ordnance Board, Accompanied -by 
Russian Officers, Witness It. 
BeTuueneM, Pa.,- May 31.—[Special.]—The 
Naval Ordnance Board from Washingtor to- 
day accepted 472 tons of . armor, manufact- 
ured by the Bethlehem Iron company, after a 
successful ballistic test at the Redington 


proving grounds, which was witnessed by his 


Imperial Highness Grand Duke Alexander, 
Admiral Kaznakoff, and thé other Russian and 
Austrian naval officers now visiting this coun- 
try. The target was a twelve-inch curved nickel 
steel one 16%¢ feet long and 6 feet high. It | 
stood as the-criterion for twelve 34-inch Texas 
turret plates weighing 217 tons and ten 14- 
‘inch Puritan barbette plates aggregating 255 
tons: The test plate was curved to an, inside 
radius of 18 feet 3 inches and-was fitted to a 
curved backing place in front of the armor 
plate bullet. Three shots were fired from the 
8-inch gun. The charge for the first was sev- 
enty-two pounds of powder, which 
created a velocity of 1,577 feet a second.

BILL THAT WILL BEAR WATCHING. 


It Deals with Elevated Roads and Seems 
Enshrouded in Mystery. 


Sprixerre.p, Il, May 31.—[Special.)— 
* this late day of the session there are inili- 
‘cations that the current is to be upplied to the 
elevated railroad bill on second reading in 
the House, and an effort isto be made’ to 
shove it over to the Senate. The bill came 
here some weeks ago. A copy of it was in- 
troduced ih the Senate by Mr. Salomon, and 
another received the indorsernent of the 
House committee and went to second reading.

Dr. Herrick Johnson for Acquittal., 


Dr. Herrick .Johnson of .Chicago read 
rapidly a s h, but did not have time to 
finish it. He said the first four grounds of 
appeal were technical and unimportant. They 
should sweep them away, all of them. As to 
the fifth ground of appeal, mistakes or in- 
justice, he understood Dr. Briggs to affirm that 
the Bible isthe only infallible rule of faith 
and practice, and to deny that sin of any sort 
is carried beyond death. He went over 
quickly Dr. Briggs’ utterances. He had asked 
himself‘ certain questions, and had satisfied 
himself that his duty was clearly to vote 
according to his conscience. Does acqguit- 
tal involve an indorsement of his views? He 
was of the opinion that it did not. He would 
certainly accompany his vote of acquittal 
with a statement that he'did not approve his 
views. If certain extracts from the writings 
of the accused might have two meanings they 
should take the statement of the brother as to 
the meaning he intended} or else convict .him 
of hypocrisy as well as of. heresy. Dr. John- 
son was about to speak of the matter of iner- 
rancy when his time expired. 

The Rev. Thomas C. Hali of Chicago said 
that the law view had been presented to them 
that Dr. Briggs’ action had been. called a 
breach of contract. If the entertaining of 
such views constituted a breach of contract, 
then he himself should have been told so 
when he was ordained, for he had entertained 
such views at the time of his ordination and 
he-entertained them still. If they constituted 
a breach of contract made at the time of or- 
dination, then he must be accused of breaking

Most of the passes 
are held by exhibiters, who are entitled to 
them and who presumptively do not make. an 
improper use of them, or by workingmen em- 
ployed -permanently or temporarily at the 
grounds. Judging from what happened Tues- 
day some of the latter are indulging in sharp 
practices. The gatemen confiscated 150 
workingmen’s passes presented by persons not 
entitled to use them. Ifso many attempts at 
imposition were detected, how many eluded 
the watchfulness of the gatekeepers? ‘The 
number of persons who got in without paying 
when they ought to have done so must have 
been large. 

It might aswell be understood by those in 
charge of the Exposition that there are a great 
many individuals whose moral development 
is so imperfect that they can see nothing ° 
wrong in lending to another a pass on a rail- 
road or to an exposition if they think it issafe 
to do so. This being the case, it becomes nec- 
essary to take extra precautions, to cut down 
the passes and complimentaries of all kinds 
to the minimum, and to see to it that one pass 
is not made to do duty for more than one per- 
gon. Since the gatekeepers, having been 
ordered within the last few days to be a little 
more careful, took up 150 passes in one day, 
there must have been much improper. use of 


| passes when the gatekeepers were less on the 


alert. 

The authorities have shiheeibs awakened to 
the necessity of taking additional precautions 
at the gates. They have given orders that 

each man on duty ata pay gate must dropa 


ticket in the box the moment it is handed to 


him, so that there may be no opportynity for 
pocketing one. It would be. better if the em- 
ployés-did not handle them at all. They are 


| also investigating to find out whether there 


has been the great leakage at the gates which 
has been alleged to exist, but they are ham- 
pered by the fact that the registers attached 
to the turnstiles, which were supposed ‘to re- 


| cord with absolute accuracy the number of 


persons passing through them, are grossly in- 
accurate. It is stated that registers some- 


| times fail to register as many as fifty people 


and sometimes: make a jump of 100 in their 
numbering. They are worthless therefore as 
a check on the -gateéKeepers, and the only 
means of judging of admissions is by the 
tickets in the boxes.. 

These defects will be remedied in a few 
days, and then it will be possible to ascertaftn 
the actual attendance and thus tell whether 
there is crookedness among the gatekeepers.

The reasoning was cor- 
rect for ordinary. conditions, but it was long | 
since found that a heavy flood. in the river, or 
a.strong wind from the shore, does sometimes 
carry to nearly that distance enough of im: | 
purity to make itself obnoxious. It is only 
at such times that there is the slightest taint 
discoverable, and the conditions referred to 
are not apt to be encountered in the 
“summer season. Properly they belong to the 
winter and early spring months. In addition 
to this about .40 per cent of the water supply | 
is now drawn through a tunnel that is four 
miles long, and doubtless ere many years 
have elapsed all the water supplied by the city 
mains will be taken from the lake at that 
longer distance from shore. ** There is noth- 
ing the matter ” with the water now, and there 
has been nothing the matter.with it for sev- 
eral weeks past. Its character is so good that 
probably it woulkl surprise the editor of the 
Standard if he could try it for himself. Be- 
sides all this he may be assured that an 
abundance of free drinking water is offered to 
visitors to the Fair grounds, and every drop 
of it is sterilized previous to being so offered. 
There is no more ground for the complaint 
made by the paper than for its statement that 
a considefable portion of the polluted river 
water “is pumped over a lock into a eanal 
connected with the Missouri.”’ 


THE CLEVELANDS SECEDE. 
If a Washington dispatch is correct the con- 


troversy over Dr. Briggs has led incidentally | 


to the withdrawal of President Cleveland and 
his wife from the congregation of the First 
Presbyterian Church of ‘that city, of which 
the Rev. Dr. Sunderland is the pastor. If this 
be the: case, then some other Presbyterian 
church will have them as pewholders and as a 
consequence wil] havea larger attendance, for 
that church where a President goes-is the one 
which draws the strangers who are in Wash- 
ington over Sunday. It is understood also 
that there isa better demand for pews and 
that rents can be advanced with safety. 
When Mr. Cleveland first went to the capi- 
tal he happened to take a pew in Dr. Sunder- 
land’s church and when he was married Dr. 
Sunderland performed the ceremony. When 
he returned to Washington this year he re- 
commenced sittingunder him. A week ago 
last Sunday pulpit of the First Church was 
occupied by the Rev. Merle Smith of New. 


‘York, whe had been Mrs, Cleveland’s minis- 


ter while in that city. He, who is believed to 
be a friend of Dr. Briggs, made a plea for 
union in the church: At the close of his ser: 
mon Dr. Sunderland, an old and excitable 
man, stepped forward and said: 

He neglected to state the cause pf the dissen- 
sion and distraction in the Presbyterian Charch 
at this time or the reason why the church has 
failed to accomplish whatit ought to. I[ want. 
here and now to state the cause. That cause is 
Dr. Briggs. I would not bein that man’s. shoes 
today for all the wojzid. 


Naturally it was unpleasant for Dr. Smith | 


to be rebuked thus publicly, and it was not to 
be expected that the Clevelands would be 
pleased by Dr. Sunderland’s remarks even if 


he did marry them. Hence there is nothing 


surprising in the report that :the President 
,and his wife have given notice that they will 
withdraw from the First Church. If they 
have done that it may also be taken for 
granted that their sympathies are with Dr. 
Briggs. ‘That might help him if the General 
Assembly were a Democratic convention, de- 
liberating on the expulsion of a man for com- 
mitting Democratic heresy by denying the 
inerrancy ofa national platform, or for as 
serting that there was a hope of the final 
salvation of Republicans. 

The President’s friendship for Briggs would 
be more likely to harm than help him. Mr. 
Cleveland is not in good odor with the Gen- 
eral Assembly. He was not zealous enough 
in the causé of Sunday closing. He did not 
order out the troops to shut the gates, and 
what is almost as bad he went on a pleasure 
trip on a fast yacht last Sunday: This was 
in direct violation of the discipline of the 
church, which says:
